As the fireboat Graeme Stewart steamed 
down the river last night returning from a 
‘fire the jackknife bridge at Division street 
began to rise slowly to let it pass. 

Just then Frank Williams of 2114 Stone 
street, Aurora, sped down Division street 
and up the bridge approach in his automo- 
bile, paying no attention to the watchman’s 
shout or to the descending gates until he 
was just under them. One reason for his ab- 
straction may have been the presence in the 
automobile of Miss Mary Scheran of 2449 
Haddon avenue. 


Car Rolls Up and Off Bridge. 

Too late to stop the car in front of the 
gates Williams threw on more speed. The 
motor car rolled up the tfited leaf of the 
bridge, hung for a moment at the crest, then 
with the girl shrieking in terror toppled over 
and plunged into the river. 

The jack knife.was at an angle of about 
45 degrees when the car shot for the middle 
of the Fiver, thirty feet below. 

The Graeme Stewart shot under the bridge 
just as the motor car disappeared in a 
white spray. Had it been going a little faster 
the car would have landed on top of the tug. 


Captain Hears Screams. 
Capt. Patrick Lyons said he did not see the 
automobile. But he did hear the girl's scream 
and sensed what was going on. He jangled

J. E. Foye of New York Charged 
with Victimizing Banks 
for Half Million.

man who stepped jauntily from a train at 
the Pennsylvania station tonight was im- 
mediately placed under arrest as a fugitive 
from justice. Subsequert developments 
made it appear that the prisoner single hand- 
ed had swindled a number of big New York 
banks out of more than half a million dollars 
by the theft or forgery of stock certificates, 

James E. Foye is his name, the young man 
says, and he is a brother of Policeman Foye, 
who was mixed up in the police graft case 
and the Rosenthal murder prosecution 

Soon after he was put in a cell at the Green- 
wich street station a representative of 
Davies, Auerbach & Cornell, lawyers, ap- 
peared with a summons and complaint ina 
civil action to tecover $137,000 advanced by 
the Corn Exchange National bank of Phila- 
delphia as a loan on 1,600 shares of General 
Electric stock, worth $224,000, which, the 
complaint says, were forged or stolen 
by the defendant. 


Check for $97,000 in Pocket. 

In Foye's pocket when he was arrested was 
a certified check for $97,000 from the Corn 
Exchange bank of Philadelphia, and also 
five $1,000 bills, fresh from the till. Charies 
T, Brow, a Philadelphia bond broker, nego- 
tiated the loan with the bank and said to 
detectives that he had paid Foye more than 
$100,000 in the last month, as loans on stocks. 

Brown, through whom Foye had operated 
for several months, reached town two hours 

ter ves 


la went at once to the police station, 
w he told a little of how the prisoner 
had operated. According to him, Foye 
had been bringing to him supposedly authen- 
tic stock certificates, mostly of the General 
Electric, and getting big loans on them. 

* This afterncon, Brown said, the young 
man brought the 1,000 Western Electric 
certificates, made out to James EB. Foye, and 
asked for another loan on them, in addi- 
tion to the $100,000 or so he Had got before. 
Brown went to the Corn Exchange bank, 
got the $97,000 check and, according to 
Davies, Auerbach, and Cornell, 40, 000 in 
cash besides, and gave it to the customer, 
depositing the stock in the bank as security. 


Banks Send Out Warnings. 

How the bank discovered the certificates 
were forged or stdlen no one would tell to- 
night. It was understood that the New York 
banke from which they were taken had sent 
out the numbers of the shares and*informa- 
tion that they were missing, asking sister 
institutions throughout the country to watch 
for their appearance. The Corn Exchange 
bank did not discover that the wanted cer- 
tifiestes had been accepted by it as security 
until Foye had started for New York. Then 
Brown was told what had happened, the 
Pinkertons were notified, and the police ma- 
chinery set in motion. 

Foye said in the station that he had 
worked for the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company of New York up to three months 
ago as a clork on a salary of §75 & month.

IN WHITE HOUSE 
BRILLIANT AFFAIR 


Second Daughter of President 
Becomes the Bride of 
Francis J. Sayre. 


SHE PROMISES TO ‘OBEY 


Words “Obedient Wife” Are In- 
cluded in Marriage Service 
at Her Special Request. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—For the thir- 
teenth time in the lapse of a little more than 
a century the White House today was the 
scene of a wedding. 

Late this afternoon Miss Jessie Woodrow 
Wilson. second daughter of the president and 
Mrs. Wilson, became the bride of Francis 
Bowes Sayre. In the brilliancy of the cere- 
mony there was an echo of the first White 
House wedding, in which, just 108 years ago, 
the younger sister of “Dolly” Madison, 
wife of President Madison, became a bride. 
History recalls that Mrs. Madison, who dear- 
ly loved splendor, treated her sister to a won- 
derful wedding. . 

Perhaps, too, another touch of the older 
and more austere period was lent in another 
circumstance. The service which united 
Mias Wilson and Mr. Sayre was a unique 
combination of Episcopalian and Presby- 
lan forms. In the latter the word obey ” 
is not included. But the meaning of the 


special request of the bride, To the usual 
response Miss Wilson added the words“ te 
be thy loving, faithful, and obedient wife,”. 


Wedding Brilliant Affair, 

The wedding today was attended by some- 
what more then 800 persons. In the maln 
the Invited guests were limited to distin- 
guished officials of the government, members 
of the diplomatic corps, and relatives and 
close friends of the families of the bride and 
bridegroom. 

At 4:30 o'clock all the guests were asseme- 
bled and waiting in the east room, members 
of the cabinet and the justices ot. the United 
States Supreme court, the diplomatic corps 
‘resplendent in their uniforms of bright colers 
and gold brocades being gathered in the 
south half of the room, 

In the other half, north of the green cag 
peted aisle, marked by white satin bands, 
were the close friends and relatives. 

At one side of the room the attention of the 
guests was att:acted to the marriage altar 
of palme, ferns, and white Liles.

Sightseers Seize Every Vantage Point 
and Watch Arrival of Wedding 
Guestse—Police Alwaye Effective. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2%.—[{Special.}j— 
The 400 invited guests were not the only per- 
sons who came to the White House wedding. 
There were about 4,000 of the unbidden mul- 
titude who thronged the streets around the 
grounds and enjoyed the hospitality of 150 
mounted and unmounted policemen who had 
been specially picked for their tact in enter- 
taining large bodies of strangers. 

The blue uniformed entertainment com- 
mittee was not overtaxed at any time. A 
dense crowd lined Executive avenue opposite 
one of the carriage entrances, but there al- 
ways was an open passage on the sidewalk. 
A throng of smaller proportions was scat- 
tered along the Pennsylvania avenue side 
of the grounds, but the police had no difficul- 
ty in maintaining a way for the ordinary foot 
trafic. 

In Lafayette square, on the other side of 
Pennsylvania avenue, were scores of groups 
of spectators; and the statue of Lafayette 
was a pyramid of humanity seeking the best 
point of vantage for viewing the scene.

WALKOUT OF 14,000 WORKERS 
AT GENERAL ELECTRIC PLANT.

The terminal plans of the executive 

offcers and architectural and engineer- 

ing staff of the Chicago plan commission, as 

submitted to your committee, at your re- 
quest, on May 24. 1018, provided: 

1. That Twelrth street be made a 
railway terminal axis by placing thereon four 
terminal units, as follows: | 

The Illinois Central on the Twelfth 
street lake front. 

The Western Indiana group on West 
Twelfth street east of the river. 

The New York Central lines and Balti- 
more and Ohio group on West Twelfth 
street east of the river. 

The Pénnsyivania and Union station 
lines on West Twelfth street, west of the 
river, , 

In advocating the ultimate removal of all 
passenger terminals to the south side of 
Twelfth street (not in a union station, but in 
separate units as described) we suggested the 
Plan which we believed was feasible, and the 
beat solution of the terminal! situation pre- 
sented. We conceded that a reasonable time 
be allowed for carrying this out. The making 
o Twelfth street a terminal axis does not re- 
quire the removal of any railroad line to that 


} point, because the railroads are all there now, 


with the exception of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway. 3

We bdelteve that it is a subject of regret, 
however, that Mr. Wallace was unable to find 
any other solution for the west side paseen- 
ger terminal than the one recommended in 
hie report to your committee. 

We also feel that it is noteonly regrettable 
but extremely unfortunate that Mr. Wallace 
failed to perceive the exigency of the situe- 
tion, or that, in perceiving it, he failed to 
recommend that every effort be made by the 


_ City to bring the railroads together in a 


proper and amicable settlement of this entire 
question. On the contrary, his recommenda- 
tion was specific in touching the interste of 
a single group of railroads when he recom- 
mended that the west side terminal and the 
terminal situation in general be dealt with 
by working along the lines of the least resist- 
ance. 

We regret also that Mr. Wallace failed te 
recognize the absolute necesaity for straight- 
ening the river. 

We believe that the act of the citizens’ com- 
mittee of prominent and influential men in 
coming forward at a crucial moment, sup- 
plementing the meritorious efforts of your 

@ommittee by providing additional expert 
talent, was most commendable and worth y. 
> 


Bion J. Arnold’s Recommendation. 

In reviewing the findings of Mr. Arnold, 
the expert of that committee, we are gratified 
to discover that, with Mr. Wallace, he recom- 
mends many of the suggestions submitted in 
our report to your committee. 

Mr. Arnold concurs substantially in each of 
the fundamentals embodied in our argu- 
ments, and the joint reports of Mr. Wallace 
and Mr. Arnold support practically in full 
the re endations in our physical plans 
presented to your comanittee. 

Pretminent among Mr. Arnold's conclu- 
sions sustaining recommendations which 
have consistently been urged by us are the 
following: 

(a) The enlarging of the business 
area by pushing the railway stations south 
of Twelfth street. 

(b) The straightening of the river 90 
as to make possible the opening of new north 
and south streets.

In this connection Mr. Arnold says: It is 
therefore the only possible conclusion that 
the civic axis as well as the inner ring of the 
Chicago plan must be preserved at all coats, 
whether possible of immediate execution or 
not.” 
Mr. Arnold’s recommendation of Harrison 
street as his first choice for a west side pas- 
senger terminal is based on the following con-

If” your committee, in its wisdom, finally 
concurs in the atreet improvements strongly | 
advocated by Mr. Wallace or Mr. Arnold, the 
city of Chicago will have the following new 
and improved streets, in addition to a 
straightened river:

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Conclusions. 1 

n conclusion, we contend, as We have be“ 
Foxes that the terminal question is the great- 
est problem thet has ever confronted the 
eity of Chicago. No othet city in the coun- 
try has at this time a problem of euch size 
and im tance. 

We . it is high time to begin to guide 
the civic course of Chicago by the light of 
our past history. Our errors have too often 
been the fruit of hasty action, the result of 
immature deliberations, the outcome of the 
policy of slothfulnese—of working along the 
lines of least resistance. Every aspect of 
Chicago's terminal situation demands action 
but it demands the right kind of action. 

We concur fully in the sentiments expressed 
in the following paragraph of Mr. Arnold's 
report, page 45, which reads: 

“The easiest thing for the city to do is to 
require nothing and let the railroads have 
what they ask; the most difficult thing for 
the city to do is to require the railroad com- 
panies to carry out the plan best suited to the 
entire city at their own expense; the just 
thing to do is to join with the roads in carry- 
ing out, on some equitable basis, a pian which 
will gradually put into effect such recom- 
mendations in this report and those of Mr. 
Wallace as are considered sound, and some 
practicable method should be formulated for 
such a procedure.” 

We therefore plead with this committee to 
keep ever before it, in the consideration of 
this quest’on, the broader aspects of the 
general and the ultimate needs of the people 
of Chicago without overiooking the just 
rights of the railroads. 

Whether. or no you adopt Mr. Arnold's final 
conclusion that the Chicago plan commission 
would possibly constitutethe proper channel, 
acting jointly with the railroads, through 
which a satisfactory terminal policy could 
be worked out, we pledge ourselves to assist 
you in any and every way possible in your 
further deliberations in bringing about a 
proper and final solution of this great prob- 
lem. , 

We now desire to thank you, gentlemen, for 
your consideration of our work and of our 
cause in inviting us, together with the citi- 
sens’ committee, Mr. Wallace and Mr. Ar- 
nold, to sit with you in your further delibera- 
tions of this matter.

RAILROADS FACING 
SLOW STARVATION? 


Vice President Maxwell of the 
Wabash, at Washington, 
Holds Rate Increase 
Is Imperative. 


FIRST HEARINGS CLOSE. 


Commerce Commission Is Told 
Consideration of Traveling 
Public Necessitates 
Advances. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. %.—Preliminary 
hearings before the interstate commerce 
commission on the application of the rail- 
roads in eastern “ classification territory ” 
for an advance of 5 per cent in all freight 
rates were concluded late today. 

An adjournment was taken until Wednes- 
day, Dec. 10, in order to afford the commie- 
sion and opposing counsel time to analyze 
the mass of statements, testimony, and sta- 
tistics submitted by the attorneys for the 
roads. 

The figures offered today tended to prove 
that while the roads generally are enjoying 
an increased business, the returns from op- 
erations continuously are decreasing, until, 
as Vice President Maxwell of the Wabash de- 
clared: 

The situation le becoming dally more se- 
rious. We are suffering from slow starva- 
tion.” 

It was stated that the demands of the 
traveling and shipping public for improve 
ment and extension of railroad facilities 
could be met by the roads only as they were 
enabled to obtain more money. 

The margin of profit, it was asserted, was 
so constantly narrowing that it was becom- 
ing increasingly difficult to obtain the neces- 
gary additional capital with which to ad- 
equately maintain, equip, and operate the 
roads. 


Howard Elliott Aeke Increase. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 25.—The Boston and 
Maine railroad’s financial condition was char- 
acterized as very serious” by Howard 
Elliott, chairman of the board of directors 
of the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad, in an address here tonight. 

The Boston and Maine has suffered a de- 
crease of $1,221,000 in net returns during the 
first four months of the present year,“ Chair- 
man Elliott said. “ Uniess this can be wiped 
out In the remaining six months the company 
will have failed to earn enough ta pay its 
obligations.“ 

The remedy, he said, was to be found in 
an increase in rates. 


Bixby Quits Frisco Board. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 25.—The resignation of 
W. K. Bixby from the board of directors of 
the St. Louis and San Francisco (Frisco) 
railroad and the severance of connections be- 
tween B. F. Yoakum, chairamn of the board 
of directors of the Frieco, and the board of di- 
rectors of the St. Louls Union Trust com- 
pany, became known here today. 

Mr. Yoakum did not formally resign, but 
ordered a local banker to sell his ninety 
shares of St. Louis Union Trust company 
stock. The sale automatically removed him 
from the directorate of the board, as a di- 
rector must own at least ten shares of stock.

Unity Sales Company Stops Sale of 
Electruss as Reeult of Summons to 
Officials to Explain.

ALDERMEN VOTE.

ASK ANTI-PASS RULING. 

Direct request has been made to Attorney 
General Patrick J. Lucey that he rule on the 
construction of the alleged anti-pass pro- 
visions of the new public utilities law, 

The act of the last legislature becomes et- 
fective on Jan. 1. Students of its provisions 
are insistent that it prohibits, absolutely, the 
issuance of any pass or privilege to any per- 
son, and even is more strict in its restric- 
tions than the interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s regulations based upon the federal 
law. 

The construction of the Illinois statute is 
asked, it is understood, by railroad employés, 
who are preparing to insist that agreements 
which have been made between the railroads
